Itis a long 
way from our conceptions 
of true 


freedom for the people to be allowed 
to say arid do just as 
they please. 


Such a condition 
is anarchy. 
The 
right 
of the 
people 
to 
discuss 


grievances, 
real or fanciful, must 


not: be 
abridged. 
On 
the other 


hand, such discussion should not be 
permitted to assume 
the nature of 


a secret revolt against all authority 
and law. Itis perhaps too much to 
expect that 
anarchistic 
doctrines 


can be stamped out. 
To enter upon 


a crusade 
of that character 
would 


be as intolerant as 
to attempt 
the 


suppression 
of any religious 
sect. 


Human laws cannot reach the work- 
ings of the mind. 
Men can believe 


as they please, inspite of all laws. 
In this respect 
anarchists 
are 
be- 


yond the reach of legal enactments. 
The tenets of the Mormon church, if 
carried intopractice, are in conflict 
with the laws of the United States. 
The Mormons, are now, and always 
were, at liberty to swallow 
their 


creed as a whole, and the law would 
not attempt to interfere with them 
in so doing. ' 


But when they at- 


tempted 
to carry 
their- peculiar 


doctrines into practice, then the law 
took a hand and interposed a veto. 
So itshould be with regard to an- 
archists. 
We have been 
altogether 


too lenient 
in dealing with this 


class. 
They are not good citizens. 


Noman who believes 
that all law 


and government should be abolished 
can be a good citizen. 
And when 


such chaotic teachings are proclaim- 
ed in public, it is not intrenching 
upon our ideals of liberty for the 
government, in self-defense, 
to step 


in and suppress such a propaganda.

the sum of 
$1293.25 has been paid 


out 
of the 
county 
treasury 
for 


the board ofprisoners in the county 
jail. This is independent 
of small 


sums paid for keep of prisoners 
in 


town 
jails, pending 
examination. 


The above amount has been drawn 
by the sheriff, who is charged 
with 


the duty-of keeping the prisoners. 
A few years back it would be matter 
of remark if the board of prisoners 
amounted to $50 per month. 
Now 
it seems 
to be looked 
upon 
as a 


matter of course 
that this item of 


expense 
should 
average over $100 


per month. 
This increase cannot be 


attributed to additional population, 
for there are no more people in the- 
county now than there were 20 years 
ago. 
The 
truih stares 
us in the 


face, that while there has been com- 
paratively littlebusiness of a crimi- 
nal character in the superior court 
of late years, the cost of maintain- 
ing the petty criminals 
who serve 


out their sentences 
in the county 


jailhas increased 
to an extent that 


isreally alarming. . 


We find the above in the Amador 


Record. 
It is the declaration 
of 


principles of the advocates 
of incor- 


poration. 
Such proclamations 
are 


calculated to injure rather 
than to 


help the cause 
they are intended

serve.- 
No intelligent man can be

to believe that 
any kind of 


government can be conducted practi- 
cally for nothing, or that a dual 
government —city and county—can 
be carried on for the cost of one.

Inthe matter of allowing bills for 


road work, a peculiar custom has 
prevailed for many years inAmador 
county. It has 
been noticed that 


month after month large sums have 
been allowed 
the supervisors 
indi- 


vidually for road work. 
The law 


distinctly says that no county officer 
must be interested in any contract 
or work done for the county. 
And 


yet to the uninitiated, it would ap- 
pear that the supervisors are about 
the onlyparties interested financially 
inroad workin Amador county, as 
the bills are made out in their names 
and they draw 
the money 
them- 


selves. 
As a matter of fact we know 


that these 
bills allowed to super- 


visors are accompanied 
with vouch- 


ers, showing the parties 
who have 


actually done the work or furnished 
materials, 
and 
who are 
the real 


parties 
in interest, 
and not 
the 


supervisors. 
The system of having 


the supervisors father the bills has 
been adopted for convenience. 
The 


minutes ot the board, and the treas- 
urer's books connect only the super- 
visors with the money so paid, al- 
though the real beneficiaries 
are the 


persons 
who have labored 
on the 


road, and 
who eventually get the 


money. 
This practice is all wrong. 


The minutes of the supervisors 
are 


supposed to show the name of every 
person receiving money for road or 
other work done 
for the 
county. 


The taxpayers have a right toknow, 
by publicationof the official minutes, 
the name of every person 
receiving 


money from the county treasury 
for 


road work. 
This is the method fol- 


lowed in other 
counties, 
in con- 


formity with the law. 
We think our 


republican board can afford to cor- 
rect an 
abuse 
which has been of 
longstanding under democratic 
ad- 


ministration, and have all bills pre- 
sented and allowed in the names 
of 


those actually receiving the money. 


ago. 
They would have been sep- 
, arated, 
had it not been 
for the 


manipulation 
of 
legislators, 
who 


sought no doubt for party reasons 
to keep them united. 
The duties of 


the offices 
are entirely dissimilar. 


Men 
are 
extremely 
scarce 
who 


possess 
the necessary 
qualities to 


make an efficient.sheriff and tax col- 
lector. 
The duties of tax collector 


often interfere 
with the duties 
of 


the sheriff's office. 
Amador is the 


only county of its population and 
importance in the state where such

exists. 


InCalaveras 
county, 
where a like 


condition 
of affairs 
existed 
for 


ought to have been 
divorced long 


governor of California. Itis a long 
way too much 
for a 
county like 


Amador to pay one man, no matter 
how mulifarious his duties 
may be. 
Itis nearly equal 
to the combined 


salaries of the three next best paid 
officials in the county. 
Andyet for 


some reason the salary of the tax 
collector—in which department 
the 


lion's share of the work has rested 
foryears — 


has been kept at a ridic- 


ulously low figure. 
There has no 


doubt been some object in view in 
thus 
keeping 
the tax 
collector's 


salary 
down, 
and 
boosting 
the 


sheriffs office out of all proportion. 
The object was to keep the two of- 
fices consolidated, 
as 
at present. 


No competent man wouldbe willing 
toaccept a nomination for tax col- 
lector alone, 
with the prospect 
of 


getting $500 per annum for his ser- 
vices. 
Under 
the law which will 


govern this office hereafter, 
the 10 


per cent commission on licenses 
will 


amount to about $1000, making the

annum.

The open season 
for killing quail, 


ducks, 
and other 
game birds jcom- 


raenced October 1. 
Hunters 
willdo 


wellto remember 
that the law limits 


the number of birds a hunter is per- 
mitted to kill. No hunter must have 
inhis possession or killmore than 25 
quail, partridge, or snipe in one 
day. 


Of doves or ducks he must not kill to 
exceed 50. 
Much complaint is heard 


around here that shooting of quail has 
been carried on without interference 
during the close season. 
Young birds, 


not fullgrown, have been slaughtered 
contrary to the game law. No wonder 
a scarcity of game has resulted from 
such illegal hunting. 
If the officers 


would make an example of one of these 
hunters occasionally, it would have a 
salutary effect.

charge ofthis important work; let us 
have a national tax to provide this 
much.

Then the state and . county 


taxes could be apportioned 
according 


to population, and thus provide for all 
additional teachers needed in populous 
districts. 
Additional school room to 


be built as now, by local taxation. 
Teachers could be employed and all 
other business conducted the same 
as 


now, only 
teachers 
would present 


national instead of local credentials 
of 


their rightand abilityto teach. 
Ifall 


tho children in the land 
were thus 


brought directly in touch 
with the 


nation as a whole, and that ina way to 
benefit them, it does not seem probable 
that after the age of 15, anarchy could 
find many disciples among them.

Be that as 
itmay, our stability as a nation,
